For a warship of another nation to come 
around and take even the most casual obser- 
vations is regarded as something of a Peep- 
ing Tom performance., It is like forcing 
oneself into a place where one’s company is 
not wanted, and is a breach of good manners 


| even if it is not of a graver character. 


The Officers of the fleet are willing to admit 
that the Etna’s officers might not ha ve heard 
of the Atlantic fleet's target shooting ana 
that they merely stumbled on the fleet in 
making the entrance to. Chesapeake bay, but 
they assert that the action of the Etna in 
steaming over to the battle targets and ob- 
serving them was simply inexcusable, and, to 
way the least, was a most glaring piece of 
naval bad manners. 

If there is anything about which the navy 
prides itself in trying to keep secret it is its 
work in target practice and ite method of fire 
control. Every civilian who is allowed to wit- 
ness target shooting is pledged in writing not 
to reveal what he knows. It was on account 
of the reluctance to have civilians around at 
such times that there was strenuous objec- 
tions at first to taking newspaper correspona- 
ents on the fleet’s cruise around the worid. 


Behavior Stirs Officers. 


While it-ie practically certain that every 
other nation knows the go-called secrets of 
our fire control, the navy affecte its sense 
of secrecy and proceeds on the theory that no 
one else knows the details.

The explorers follow- 
ing must copy that record, place the copy in 
the cairn and bring on the original. Dr. Cook 
may have found the going too good or may 
have gone by water and not had time te stop 
for records.

Unless an agreement is reached today in 
the building trades strike, the walkout will 
be extended to the workmen on the new 
Vendome building and the Northwestern 
depot. Strikes may be called on these build- 
ings tomorrow or Monday. 

This action was decided upon at a meeting 
ot the new Building Trades council last even- 
ing following a conference in the afternoon 
between members of the council's executive 
committee and representatives of the con- 
‘tractors and architects.

I am neither a statesman 
nor a diplomat, but should I be required to 
comment on the restriction of Japanese im- 
migration to America, Which I understand is 
now being enforced at our initiative, I would 
gay it is a good thing, because such is the 
logical outcome of the changed economic 
conditions in our country.“ |

Cash Prices Here Easy. 

Cash prices were easy here but firm in 
the northwest and also at Kansas City and 
St. Louis. Receipts of winter wheat are not 
burdensome. The inquiry, however, is light 
so far, and the market needs the stimulus 
of an export demand. Advices from the 
southwest indicate much of the wheat is 
stacked. Primary receipts for the day were 
825,000 bu, against 862,000 bu a year ago. 
Receipts here for the day were 99 cars, with 
54 cars expected today. Clearances of wheat 
and flour for the day were 386,000 bu.
